THE BOOKSELLERS’ AND STATIONERS’ 
PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION, 


THE fifteenth annual meeting of the Book- 
sellers’ and Stationers’ Provident Association 
of the United States was held at the sales-room 
of Messrs. Bangs & Co., 739 Broadway, New 
York, on the evening of the 6thinst. Owing 
to the bad weather the meeting was not as well 
attended as usual, though the few present made 
up in earnestness and enthusiasm for the lack 
of numbers. 

There being no business which took prece- 
dence, the secretary, Mr. Wilbur B. Ketcham, 
proceeded to read the following report in behalf 
of the Board of Trustees: 


Jo the members of the Booksellers’ and Stationers’ 
Provident Association: 


We present to you this, our fifteenth annual 
report, and it is with pleasure and pride that we 
take this opportunity to congratulate you on our 
success in the past and the prospect of still 
greater success in the future. 

The past year has been a most unfavorable one 
to all insurance associations and companies, It 
has been hard work to secure members, and’ 
still more difficult for members to pay their 
assessments. During the year a number of 
our members have been obliged to relinquish 
their membership, not of their own desire, but 
because of business reverses. 

We, however, can report, notwithstanding 
the unfavorable business year, that we are ona 
more substantial basis than for any year of the 
past. 

Every claim has been paid and the following 
report will show that our finances are in a most 
excellent condition,

It will not be out of place to state here that 
our association has been examined by the In- 
surance Department of this State during the 
year, and it is with pleasure we state that our 
affairs were found satisfactory to them. 

The time of office of five of your trustees will 
expire to-day, and it is your duty to elect at this 
meeting five men to serve for three years in their 
places. The work connected with the associa- 
tion constantly increases. Your board have met 
regularly during the year and have endeavored 
to give their best thought to your interests. 

The future depends upon every member of this 
association and the efforts they may make to 
increase our membership. 

We should be glad to have suggestions offered 
at this meeting how this can best be brought 
about. 

Our death rate has not increased and our ex- 
penses are low for the reason that no one re- 
ceives any compensation and only the actual 
expenses incurred are paid by the association. 

We are under obligations to Messrs. Burk- 
hardt, Holden, Vogelius, and Kelly for their 
managemont of an Authors’ Reading, the pro- 
ceeds of which made a substantial increase in 
our funds, 

In closing this report we can do no better 
than to repeat the following which was taken 
from our report of last year: 

‘*The superiority of the assessment system 
lies in the fact that while it furnishes insurance 
at about one-half the rates which old-system 
companies are compelled to charge, it also pro- 
vides absolute security for the payment of its 
death losses. Every policy holder, so long as 
he continues to profit by the protection fur- 
nished, must contribute his proportion of the 
amount required for its death losses and ex- 
penses. Consequently, the greater the amount 
of insurance in force the greater the security. 
If the assessment is not paid when due the policy 
lapses and the liability ceases. The reserve of 
companies conducted upon this system is there- 
fore practically unlimited. It entails no expense 
for management and can never be squandered in 
the payment of high salaries or lost in unprofit- 
able investments. 

“In many respects the reserve of the assess- 
ment system is like the reserve force of a nation 
—such as the United States—where there is 
practically no standing army, but where the 
State has power, in case it is required, to call 
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out every man who is over eighteen and under 
forty-five years of age. That such a reserve is 
amply sufficient for the protection of the Amer- 
ican people, history has most satisfactorily 
demonstrated. An assessment company has 
this reserve, and furnishes security for the pay- 
ment of its death losses unsurpassed by any 
other system of insurance in existence.” 

The reports of the various insurance compan- 
ies show that for old-line companies the expenses 
were forty-six per cent. of the amount paid for 
death claims and dividends and of the mutual 
companies only nineteen per cent. 

Our record justifies us in saying that for 
prompt payment of death claims, careful man- 
agement, a judicial selection of its risks, our 
association stands second to none. It gives you 
life insurance of the best quality and furnishes it 
at actual cost. 


The report was adopted unanimously. Then 
followed the election of five trustees for the 
three years—1894-1896, which resulted in the 
choice of Charles T. Dillingham, A. Growoll, 
Joseph F. Vogelius, Wilbur B. Ketcham, and 
John H. Ammon. 

Before adjournment Mr. Dillingham deliv- 
ered a brief address, in which he pointed out 
the necessity of unceasing work to keep up 
the membership of the association by new and, 
if possible, younger recruits. He also called 
attention to the fact, not generally understood, 
that the membership is not restricted to those 
connected with the book and stationery trades, 
but that all persons properly accredited are 
eligible. He further announced that it was 
under consideration to modify the Constitution 
so that women (both married and unmarried), 
also in other professions and work than the book 
and stationery trade, might be entitled to mem- 
bership. 

Mr. Dillingham then alluded to a plan that 
had been suggested to extend the membership 
and usefulness of the association. This is, in 
short, a project to establish a new society whose 
purpose it shall be to draw the members of the 
book, stationery, and kindred trades and their 
friends closer together, to provide social enter- 
tainment at least once a month, and to further 
generally the interests of the trades with which 
the membership is connected, and that of the 
Booksellers’ and Stationers’ Provident Associa- 
tion in particular. 

Mr. J. N. Wing read the following pros- 
pectus of the proposed association, and spoke 
warinly in its favor : 

We, the undersigned, agree to organize an 
association to be known as THE BOOKSELLERS’ 
AND STATIONERS’ SOCIAL LEAGUE, its object 
being to bring together, monthly, members of 
the book and stationery trades and associate 
branches, for their mutual benefit, and to fur- 
ther the interest of The Booksellers’ and Station- 
ers’ Provident Association, by giving entertain- 


ments for its benefit, and securing new members, 
Membership will not be limited to members 
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of The Booksellers’ and Stationers’ Provident 
Association; only its members, however, will be 
eligible to hold office of any kind in this asso. 
ciation, 

Dues will be twenty-five (25) cents monthly, 
payable on the first of every month. 

Officers to consist of fifteen members as a 
board of managers, and they will elect from these 
a president, first and second vice-president, secre- 
tary, and treasurer. ; 

By-laws. As soon as a sufficient number of 
subscribers have been obtained a meeting will 
be called, when proper by-laws will be submitted 
and the board of managers elected. 


About fifty persons have already signed the 
foregoing, though it has not yet been circulated 
for signatures. The project met with great 
favor at the annual meeting, and promises of 
support were not lacking. It is the intention of 
the movers of this plan to ‘‘ count noses” dur- 
ing the summer and in the fall to call a meeting, 
and then to complete the organization of a long- 
needed booksellers’ association. It is certainly 
to be hoped that the efforts of the gentlemen 
who have taken this initiative will meet with suc- 
cess, and that by the end of the year such a 
league as that proposed shall have become an 
accomplished fact. 








CHARLES SCRIBNER’S SONS’ REMOVAL, 


THE new building of Messrs. Charles Scribner's 
Sons, at 153, 155 and 157 Fifth Avenue, between 
21st and 22d Streets, is now completed, and the 
firm has been occupying it since May 23. The 
importance of this removal is equalled by the 
celerity with which the mechanical part of mov- 
ing has been accomplished. The first announce- 
ment of the firm’s intention to move up-town 
was made on October 13 last, and it was not until 
some time after that the ground was opened 
and the foundations laid. Only a little more than 
six months, therefore, has been required to erect 
this handsome six-story building and complete 
all the details of removal. There were over 
300,000 books to be packed in trays and boxes, 
besides manuscripts, letters, and the accounts of 
business for fifty years. These have been re- 
moved withinthe space of a month, and without 
any interruption of business or damage to the 
stock. The wholesale department was reduced 
inthe old building to the estimated proportion 
of books which it might be necessary to de- 
liver for two or three weeks, the old manuscripts 
were placed in separate safes, and gradually the 
retail department was limited to the demands of 
aday, until the old building was like a desert 
and the new one was as well filled as if it 
had been gradually furnished for a decade. All 
of the departments are now in good running 
order. 

The new building isa fine structure of white 
limestone, graceful, with classic simplicity, and 
has been erected by the Scribners exclusively 
for their own use. The first floor is given up 
entirely to retail stock, and impresses one at 
once by its roomy proportions, its liberal supply 
of light and air, and its handsome fittings. The 
bookcases, extending from the floor to the high 
ceiling, are made of polished oak, and fitted with 
shelves of smooth glass, which offer no friction 
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to the handsome bindings, and are easily cleaned. 
Now that the shelves are filled with books the 
effect upon the observer is more that of a hand- 
some library than a book-store. A broad flight 
of marble steps leads up to the second floor, on 
which are the publication offices of the firm, and 
the manufacturing, advertising, and wholesale 
departments. Herealso the fittings are of pol- 
ished oak, while a feature of special interest to 
all booksellers is the very neat and attractive 
trade-room, carpeted, furnished, and fitted with 
shelves containing a complete library of the 
firm’s publications. In this room all members 
of the trade visiting the city will be made wel- 
come, and will be invited to make their head- 
quarters during their stay. The third floor 
is given up to the magazine department, the 
fourth floor to the subscription-book department, 
while the fifth and sixth floors, as well as the 
basement, contain the stock. Two electric ele- 
vators facilitate access to all these various de- 
partments. The building is also lighted by 
electricity. 

This removal places the Scribners in the very 
centre of the bookselling section of the city. 
One by one the various publishers have been 
gathering on Fifth Avenue and 23d Street. 
Only a few are now left in the neighborhood of 
Astor Place, the former publishing centre. This 
is the fifth removal of the firm of Scribners dur- 
ing their long career of forty-eight years. The 
steady increase of the business is effectively 
idustrated in the statement of these removals. 
In its first quarters, in the rear of Rev. Dr, 
Gardner Spring’s old Brick Church, between 
Park Row and Nassau Street, on the site now 
occupied by the Zéimes building, the firm of 
Baker & Scribner in 1846 was paying a rent of 
four hundred dollars per annum. The present 
building has been erected by the firm of Charles 
Scribner's Sons at an expense of little less than 
five hundred thousand dollars. The firm of 
Baker & Scribner occupied its first quarters 
from 1846 until 1856, and it was during these ten 
years that the famous J. T. Headley books, and 
Ik Marvel’s ‘‘ Reveries” and ‘‘ Dream Life” 
were published. In 1856 the firm, which had 
some time before become that of Charles Scrib- 
ner, moved to more convenient quarters at 377 
and 379 Broadway, corner of White Street. 
Later Mr. Scribner moved to Grand Street, 
then to the building at 654 Broadway, where 
Hours at Home and Scribner's Monthly (now The 
Century) were founded, and from there, in 1875, 
to the quarters at 743 and 745 Broadway, which 
it has just vacated. There it wasthat Scridner’s 
Magazine was called into life. 

Throughout its career the firm has done no 
printing, but confined itself exclusively to book 
publishing. Its publications represent in al- 
most every case the works of livingauthors. In 
this way the Scribners’ list of publications is, 
'n part, an index to what has been deemed the 
best of current literature for the past half cen- 
tury, while a notable feature of their business 
has always been a line of standard theological 
works. A large importing trade has also been 
an important part of their business, conduct- 
ed for a long time under the name of Scrib- 
ner & Welford, but now included underthe name 
of Charles Scribner’s Sons. Scribner’s Monthly, 
published first in 1870, and sold to the Century 
Co. in 1882, and the new Scribner’s Magazine 


Started in 1887, are other notable features of 
their career. 


THOMAS NILES—IN MEMORIAM. 


THERE is but little to add to the few facts 
given last week regarding the life and labors of 
Mr. Thomas Niles, of Roberts Brothers. Dur- 
ing the sixty-nine years of his busy life Mr, 
Niles kept his own personality almost wholly 
out of the knowledge of those with whom he 
came in contact. He was very modest and re- 
tiring, and almost dreaded public appreciation 
and all statements about him that were not 
solely connected with his career as a publisher, 
He was unusually courteous and approachable 
for business purposes, but kept almost every 
one outside his private life. He carried this 
peculiar dislike to publicity so far that he had 
not even had a picture made of himself, so that 
it is impossible to follow our usual practice and 
add his portrait to our collection of the influen- 
tial American publishers who have passed away. 
We briefly run through the meagre details of 
his business career once more. 

Mr. Niles was born in Boston in 1825, and at 
the early age of fourteen entered the store of W, 
D. Ticknor & Co, at the ‘‘ old corner,” where he 
worked side by side with the late James T. Fields 
until 1855, when the latter became a partner in 
the firm, and Mr. Niles entered into the firm of 
Whittemore, Niles & Hall, dealers in stationery 
and blank-books. This firm did not specially 
prosper. While Mr. Niles was connected with its 
fortunes, Mr. Lewis A. Roberts, then bookbind- 
er and manufacturer of stationery, had taken his 
two brothers into partnership and erganized the 
jobbing business of Roberts Brothers. In 1859 
this business was sold out, and Mr. Lewis A. 
Roberts went to London, where he first saw 
photograph albums. He immediately arranged 
for their manufacture in America, and introduced 
those once so profitable articles of trade in this 
country. In 1862 Mr. Lewis A. Roberts organized 
a publishing business with his brothers. Mr. 
Hall, of the firm of Whittemore, Niles & Hall, 
entered into their employ and he subsequently 
induced Mr. Nilestodothe same. This he did 
in 1863, and shortly after the publication of books 
was entrusted to his charge. The first books is- 
sued by Roberts Brothers were printed from the 
stereotype plates of C. S, Francis & Co., of New 
York, and the first volume with their imprint 
was entitled ‘‘ Fairy Tales.” Mr. Niles proved 
so competent a help in this branch of the busi- 
ness that in 1872 he was taken into partnership 
on most favorable terms, though he could furnish 
but little capital except his talents and business 
capacity. The firm of Ticknor & Fields in the 
immediate neighborhood of the new house were 
already the successful publishers of the choicest 
belles-lettres authors of America, and under the 
direction of Mr. James T. Fields had begun to 
reprint the best literary works of the hour that 
were appearing in England. 

Mr. Niles had the same ambition and trained 
literary taste as the older firm, but he was obliged 
to begin competition on very small margins. His 
first discovery was Jean Ingelow, who had just 
published her first volume in England. It had 
an immense sale as brought out with the imprint 
of Roberts Brothers, and there followed a series 
of works which met with remarkable success in 
this country. Just as it was coming into fame 
Mr. Niles also captured the anonymous work, 
**Ecce Homo,” which was launched into fabulous 
popularity by the reviews of W. E. Gladstone 
and Cardinal Newman. The success of Oliver 
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Optic’s books suggested to Mr, Niles the thought 
of similar books for girls, and having been much 
pleased by ‘‘ Hospital Sketches,” by Louisa M. 
Alcott, published in 1867 by Ticknor & Fields, 
he sent for Miss Alcott and engaged her for this 
work. ‘‘ Litthke Women” made the fortunes of 
the publishing house and of the author, and 
the long list of books that followed added 
steadily to their prosperity. Among the authors 
who are now identified with the Roberts Broth- 
ers Mr. Niles secured E. C. Stedman, T. B. 
Aldrich, ‘‘Susan Coolidge,” Mrs. Helen Hunt 
Jackson, whose ‘‘ Ramona” was one of the big 
successes, Dr. E. E. Hale, Mrs. Caroline Dall, 
Mrs. L. C. Moulton, Gilbert Hamerton, Sir 
Edwin Arnold, and Joaquin Miller. Mr. Niles’ 
correspondence with these writers was rich and 
confidential, and perhaps no publisher has left a 
richer collection of literary correspondence. He 
magnified his office by making it a truly literary 
function, and he had no stronger desire than to 
add good names to his very choice catalogue, to 
publish the best books, and to see that the 
authors of them received their due reward. His 
warmest friends were among authors, and in 
their mutual relations all traditions of distrust 
were set aside. Mr. Niles suffered for years 
with some painful affection of the stomach, and 
was travelling for his health when death over- 
took him at Perugia. 





THE MAKING OF MAGAZINES.

IN an address recently made before the Quill 
Club of New York, Mr. Frank H. Scott, presi- 
dent of the Century Company, made the follow- 
ing interesting remarks concerning the cost of 
producing a modern illustrated magazine. We 
quote from Mr. Scott’s remarks as printed in 
The Critic: 

‘It is a mistaken idea that the cost of the 
best magazines has been lessened of late. Cheap 
publications, those in which the principal ex- 
pense is for paper and printing, can be made, 
for these two items of cost were never so low 
as now. But the cost of everything else con- 
nected with the production of a magazine has 
steadily increased. The prices paid authors and 
artists are more than double what they were 
twenty years ago. Every number of 7he Cen- 
tury Magazine costs more than $10,000 for con- 
tributions and pictures before it goes to press, 
and if we add to this the salaries of editors and 
managers, the rent and expense of maintenance 
of a great establishment, you will see that only 
immense editions can make it possible to supply 
the present magazine, containing, as it does, as 
much matter and as well printed as the average 
four or five dollar book, for 35 cents. 

‘*T know there has been of late a movement 
toward cheap magazines. These are possible, 
they may be desirable, but they will not be the 
same. You cannot get 25 cents’ worth for 121¢ 
cents, nor the value of 35 cents for a quarter. 
In the long run a 1I5-cent magazine will be but 
a 15-cent magazine—no more, no less. On the 
present basis of cost 7e Century and Harper's 
would not be self-sustaining at these rates. But 
some say the advertisements will make up the 
difference. Will they? Waiving the question 
as to whether more advertising is desirable, it 
is yet to be proved that more wages or higher 
rates can be secured. The larger magazines 
have secured their patronage because of their 
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excellence, insuring the character and extent 
of their circulation. Cheapen or change the 
character of the contents or circulation and you 
change the value of the advertising pages. Even 
if a 10-cent magazine has twice the circulation 
of a 35-cent one, it does not follow that its 
advertising space is doubly or even equally val- 
uable, 

‘* It may be less so; indeed, for many articles 
it probably is. But for the present, bear in 
mind that the cheap magazines are largely in 
the experimental stage; they have not yet 
equalled the older magazines in that combination 
of acceptable contents, circulation, and advertis- 
ing patronage which have given the older ones 
their reputation and success, and until they have 
done so and proved themselves not only equally 
acceptable to the public, but profitable to their 
owners on the new basis, we can but await with 
interest the result of the experiment.” 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


PAUL BourGET, the novelist, and Albert 
Sorel, the historian, were elected members of 
the French Academy to fill the vacancies caused 
by the deaths of Messrs. Taine and Ducamp. 


Mrs. EMMA GOTTHEIL, wife of Prof. J. H. 
Gottheil, of Columbia College, has had con- 
ferred upon her the title of ‘‘ Officier de 1’ Acad- 
émie Francaise,” in recognition of her services 
rendered to the French language and literature. 


WALTER BESANT, though he writes a great 
deal about love and talks even more on that in- 
teresting topic, does not look like a man of 
sentimental inclinations. His high forehead and 
his full beard suggest a scientist, and he is se- 
date and middle-aged. Mr. Besant is broad 
enough to have a keen admiration for some of 
his fellow-craftsmen—particularly for Kipling, 
Stevenson, and George Meredith. 


A CHICAGO newspaper man, Stanley Waterloo, 
broke the record lately in writing a book. A 
Chicago publisher sent for Mr. Waterloo and 
asked him whether he could have a book on the 
Coxey movement ready for the press in four 
days. Mr. Waterloo, being a well-equiped jour- 
nalist, full of resources and knowing not the 
word “‘ fail,” said he could. This was on Mon- 
day morning. The publisher said ‘‘ Go ahead,” 
and gave him carte blanche as to expenses. A 
staff of writers was organized, specialists were 
engaged for the historical part of the work, 
photographers took the field, typewriters clicked 
day and night, and Mr. Waterloo himself hardly 
ate or slept. The result was that on Thursday 
night the “ copy ” fora book of over one hundred 
thousand words, with forty illustrations, was in 
the hands of printers.

Afterward, at the request 
of these trustees, the moderate amount of royalty 
has been turned over to the trustees of the 
Northfield and Mount Hermon seminaries.
